It seems to be taken for 
granted that the railway will be built 
with government assistance and that 
the assistance is to take the form of 
a guarantee of bonds, but what 
amount, or under what conditions is 
not yet even surmised. < 

The railway commussion bill has oc- 
cupied the principal atténtion of the 
House. It is an amendmeni of the ex- 
isting railway actandluys down rules 
for control of rates, Dut inasmuch - as 
the C. P. R. is exempted from this con- 
trol by a special provision in its par- 
gain and the Intereolonial is specially 
exewp.ed by the act “tself, this pro- 
vision will Qe useful in equalizing 
rates and preventing discrimination 
rather than ip securing important re- 
ductions in cost-of railway transpor- 
tation,
